No Treaty Talks 
With Soviet Now, 
Kishi Declares 


Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi told the Diet yes- 
terday he had no intention whatever of resuming 
peace talks with the Soviet Union, suspended since 
1956, unless Moscow showed a sympathetic attitude 


toward Japan's territorial claims. 

Answering interpellations by 
Socialist Kanju Kato before the 
Budget Committee of the House 
of Representatives, Kishi as- 
Serted the Japanese claim that 
Etorofu and Kunashiri islands 
of the Kurile Island chain be- 
longed to Japan represented a 
“strong wish” of not only the 
conservative Government party 
but also of the Japanese people 
in general. 


Kishi said it would be 
meaningless to reopen the 
peace talks at this time when 
Russia does not show any signs 
of accepting this claim. If the 
talks were resumed with- 
out this, he said, they might 
impair friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries. 


Kato’s interpellation referred 
to the latest Soviet overture for 
resuming the peace talks. Soviet 
Ambassador to Tokyo Nikolai 
Fedorenko visited the Foreign 
Office Thursday and offered to 
reopen the long-suspended talks 
for conclusion of a peace treaty. 

Replying to Kato’s question 
on Japan-Communist China rela- 
tions, Kishi said Japan could 
not recognize Communist China 
until the present complicated 
international conditions revolv- 
ing around Red China and Tai- 
Wan were adjusted. 

Kishi said, however, that he 


did not believe the relationship f 


between Japan and Communist 
China should be forever left the 
way it is now. 

He said, “For the time being, 
we will adhere to our wait-and- 
see policy toward Communist 
China and try, in the meantime, 
to improve the international en- 
vironment.” 

Kishi was asked whether the 
roposed revision of the Japan- 
IS. Security Treaty would be 

accompanied by changes in the 
Mutual Security Agreement and 
the series of domestic laws for 
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Hopes Betrayed, 
Officials Here Say 


Foreign Office sources in To- 
kyo yesterday said the Soviet 
announcement on resumption of 
nuclear tests “betrayed the ex- 
pectations of the world.” 

The sources expressed hopes, 
however, that the Soviet action 
would not jeopardize the Geneva 
test ban conference that is 
scheduled to open Oct. 31. 

Earlier this week, the Poreign 
Office issued a statement ex- 
pressing the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s “regrets” and the Japa- 
nese people’s “great disappoint- 
ment” over Russia's test re- 
sumption.

New Detonations 
Not Noted Here 


Russia’s latest two nu- 
clear blasts Thursday night, 
reported by the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission, appar- 
entiy went undetected in 
Japan. 

The Meteorological Agen- 
cy said its instruments had 
not recorded anything to 
suggest the detonations. 

The weather stations at 
Okayama, Kyoto and Yonago 
did report abnormal shock 
Waves On their microbaro- 
graphs around 10:20 p.m. 
Thursday, but they said 
they had insufficient data 
to trace the origin of the’ 
waves. 

The agency said the 
blasts probably were on a 
considerably small scale. 


Kishi Defends 
Anticartel 
Law Revision 


- Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday told the House 
of Representatives that the An- 
timonopoly Revision Bill now 
before the Diet is aimed at in- 
creasing the competitive power 
of the Japanese industry. 

He said the Antimonopoly 
Law must be revised in order 
to help stabilize and expand the 
nation’s economy. 

The Prime Minister assured 
the House that the revisions 
would not have any harmful 
effects on medium or small-sized 
enterprises or hurt the interesis 
of fishermen or the consumers. 


Minister of International Trade 
and Industry Tatsunosuke Taka- 
saki told the House that the 
Government would seek revi- 
sion also of the Export-Import 
Law to enable trading firms to 
form “associations.” 


He said he also wanted to 
“moderate” the regulations of 
the Medium and Small Enter- 
prise Organization Law so that 
commercial and industrial as 
sociations may “organize free- 
ly.” 

Raizo Matsuno, director of 
Administrative Affairs in the 
Prime Minister's Office, in reply 
to Hisao Kodaira of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, said strict re- 
strictions have been imposed on 
the formation of sales cartels 
and raw materials import car- 
tels so that consumers, farmers 
and fishermen will not be ad- 
versely affected by the revision. 


Meanwhile, the Fair Trade 
Commission yesterday present- 
ed to the Diet a report on the 
operation of the “Antimonopoly 
Law.

The design with the Em- 
péror’s profile was one of 15,000 
entries submitted in the con- 
test. The majority of those pres- 
ent at the meeting agreed it was 
a “fine work,”

‘Russia Says 

West Forced 
Resumptionof 
Nuclear Tests 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet 
Union announced early Thurs- 
day it has resumed nuclear test 
blasting after a six-month sus- 
pension, 


(The Soviet acknowledgement 
came within an hour after 
Washington announced detec- 
tion of the second pair of So- 
viet blasts this week. The first 
was Tuesday.) 

A Tass announcement at 1 
a.m. (7 a.m, JST) said Russia's 
desire for a complete prohibi- 
tion of nuclear testing has been 
frustrated by the United States 
and Britain “heaping obstacle 
upon obstacle to agreement on 
this question.” 

Tass said the Soviet Union, 
“though compelled by the ac- 
tions of the United States and 
the United Kingdom to resume 
nuclear Weapon tests, will con- 
tinue its consistent efforts to- 
ward the immediate and univer- 
eal termination for all time of 
the tests of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons.” 

(The U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission said the two latest 
Soviet blasts were held Thurs 
day in an area north of the 
Arctic Cirele where the first 
resumed tests occurred Tues 
day. The radioactive yield 
from each of the Thursday tests 
Was moderate, the AEC said 
After Tuesday’s biasts the 
State Department said it ap 
peared the Soviet announce 
ment of March 31 was a pro 
paganda stunt.) 

Russia's unilateral abandon- 
ment of tests thus has lasted 
almost exactly six months. 

Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko announced the 
decision to stop tests before the 
Supreme Soviet March 31. 

At that time, Friday’s Tass 
statement said, the Kremlin 
warned that if America and 
Britain failed to follow its ex- 
ample “the government of the 
USSR would be free to act in 
the question of Soviet nuclear 
tests, bearing in mind the secu- 
rity interests of the USSR.” 

Tass accused the United 
States and Britain of using the 
Soviet test suspension “to se- 
cure the greatest possible mili- 
tary advantage for their side, 
thus ignoring the will of the 
peoples.” 

Talks are to begin Oct, 31 
at Geneva between the Soviet 
Union on one hand and Britain 
and the United States on the 
other to seek an agreement on 
suspending tests under adequ- 
ate safeguards. 

The U.S. State Department 
has said the United States 
would go ahead with its own 
plans to suspend nuclear tests 
Oct. 31 unless Russia held 
further tests after that date. 

In London, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman, commenting 
on the Tass statement, said Brit- 
ain is prepared to go ahead with 
the Geneva meeting despite the 
Soviet resumption of tests, 


U.S. Fishery Group

SEATTLE (AP)—The United 
States section of the Interna- 
tional North Pacific Fisheries 
Commission has completed its 
strategy for the commission’s 
annual meeting next month in 
Tokyo, 

And Milton E. Brooding, San 
Francisco, chairman of the 
United States section, is optimis- 
tie that Japan will agree to cease 
fishing for salmon in a large 
area of the North Pacific where 
stocks: of north American and 
Asian salmon are known to mix. 

Brooding and two other 
American members of the. com- 
mission, Edward W. Allen, Seat- 
tle, and John H. Clawson, An- 
chorage, Alaska, ended three 
days of closed-door strategy ses- 
sions in Seattle this week.

TAIPEI (AP)—Four Chinese 
Communist MIG 17 fighter planes 
attacked Nationalist trans- 
port planes over Quemoy Friday 
and heavily damaged one forc- 
ing it to land on Quemoy, the 
Defense Ministry reported. 


Th ministry said one radio 
operator and one navigator 
were wounded. The attack oc- 
curred during an air drop of 
food and medical supplies into 
the blockaded Nationalist gar- 
rison. 


In Taipei, a ministry spokes- 
man said the C46 transport 
plane managed to land on the 
Quemoy airstrip. 

He did not disclose how many 
transports were in the air 
when the attack occurred sud- 
denly at 4:10 p.m. local time. 

The spokesman said Peiping 
has already claimed to have 
shot down one Nationalist Sabre- 
jet fighter in the encounter, 
“but this is a complete lie,” he 
declared. 

“There were none of our jets 
in the area,” the spokesman 
said,

At least three civilians were reported dead and 12 wounded 


in the capital's. past 24 hours of 
carnage. The wounded included 
a woman, 


U.S. forces were not involved 
in the street clashes. The 
casualties were caused by the 
Lebanese Army now under 
orders to crush actively the ef- 
forts of supporters of former 
President Camille Chamoun to 
keep Beirut in an uproar. 


The supporters of the old re- 
gime were angry at the appoint- 
ment of former rebel leader 
Rashid Karami as Premier and 
his refusal to include  pro- 
Chamoun Ministers in his Cabi- 
net, 


Friday night 1,000 of them 
marehed on the Defense Minis- 
try. led by the pro-Chamoun 
Christian Phalangists. They 
ignored repeated commands to 
halt the march and the soldiers 
opened fire into their ranks. 


That clash took three civilian 
lives and wounded five. 

Friday morning the demon- 
strators were back on the streets 
again, this time 4,000 strong. 

An army patrol backed by 
two armored cars and two tanks 
tried to tear down a Phalangist 
barricade. The demonstrators 
fought back and again the army 
opened fire. 

In Friday’s main demonstra- 
tion, the 4,000 pro-Chamounists 
swarmed from the Moslem and 
Armenian suburb of Dora. 

The mob, led by stick-swing- 
ing women, heaped burning rub- 
ble astride the main motor 
road leading into Beirut from 
the north in an attempt to cut 
eff traffic into the capital and 
enforce a general strike.

SAIGON (AP)—A _ five-mem- 
ber Japanese war reparations 
team met with South Vietnam 
Foreign Office officials Friday 
and later described the negotia- 
tions as “proceeding smoothly.”

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Death Toll Hits 54 
In Yugoslay Mine’ 


BELGRADE (AP)—The death 
toll in the worst mine disaster 
ever recorded in Yugoslavia 
rose to 54 Friday. The fate 
of eight other miners remains 
unknown but they are. presum- 
ed dead, 

The disaster took place Wed- 
nesday at the coal mine in 
Podvis, in eastern Serbia near 
the Bulgarian border, when a 
transformer exploded and 
caused fire which trapped 188 
miners in a 2,000-foot pit.

Japan Had Polaris-Like 
Missile at End of War

The father of the famed Zero 
fighter plane disclosed yester- 
day that Japan was about to 
launch a ~missile “strikingly 
similar” to the U.S. Navy's 1,500- 
mile Polaris when World War 
Il came to an end, 

Misao Wada, a former vice 
admiral who directed the Im- 
perial Navy’s aeronautical re- 
search laboratory at Oppama, 
near Tokyo, said experiments 
had been carried out successful- 
ly with the missile. 

Wada did not indicate the pre- 
cise range of the missile, but 
he indicated that it would fall 
into the 500 to 1,500-mile “inter- 
mediate range” category. 

He said the missile was de- 
signed for launching from a sub- 
marine, like the Polaris, and 
was. a solid fuel model. 

“We had just completed test 
ing .this weapon at Tsujido 
Beach (about 50 miles south of 
Tokyo) when the war ended,” 
Wada said. 

“It was still in its experi- 
mental stage but we were just 
about ready to put it to use.” 

He said the navy was plan- 
ning to fire one of the 500- 
pound missiles from a. sub- 


marine off Saipan Island, which

U.S. Marines had won tn one 
of the war's bloodiest battles, 

“Not many persons knew. of 
the missile except those who 
were actually involved in its 
development,” Wada told. UPI, 

“I don’t think the U.S, mill- 
tary authorities who came to 
investigate our research labora- 
tory after the war were even 
aware of it.” 

Wada, now vice president of 
the Japan Aircraft Manufactur- 
ing Co., also disclosed that the 
Oppama laboratory had perfect- 
ed a jet plane similar to Amer- 
ica’s T33 trainer shortly, before 
the Japanese surrendered, 

He said the plane, the Shusui, 
Was successfully test flown only 
six days before hostilities end- 
ed, The jet was being prepar- 
ed for mass production when 
V-F day fell,

CONAKRY, Guinea (UPI)—The Territorial Assembly of this 
former French dependency Thursday declared Guinea an indepen- 
dent republic and elected Nationalist leader Sekou Toure as 


Premier. 


The Assembly then changed itself into a National Constituent 


Assembly and pledged Guinea to 
Support principles of democracy 
and friendly international co- 
operation. embodied in the 
United Nations Charter. 

Guinea became independent 
last Sunday by rejecting the 
French-proposed Constitution es- 
tablishing a “community” of 
free nations between France 
and her overseas empire. 


The ASs@mbly accepted the re- 
signation of Premier Sekou 
Toure,..36, Premier during the 
French rule and head of the 
powerful Guinean Democratic 
Party (PDG) which spearhead- 
ed the. campaign for the West 
African nation’s independence. 

He was immediately named to 
head Guinea's first independent 
Government. 


The Assembly gave him full 
powers to handle the situation 
created by France’s plans to cut 
off all economic aid and to pull 
her, 2,000 administrators out by 
the end of November. 

The Assembly asked Toure to 
achieve @ prompt recognition of 
his country by other U.N. na- 
tions, and seek admission to the 
United Nations.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
Arab leaders waited watchful- 
ly Friday on Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andre! Gromyko’s call 
for a full-scale General Assem- 
bly debate on the Middle East. 

He accused Secretary General

Arab diplomats declined to 
comment on the Soviet minis- 
ter’s speech. They reportedly 
are awaiting the arrival Satur- 
day of Mahmoud Fawzi, For- 
eign Minister of the United 
Arab Republic, before taking 
any action on the Middle East 


Gromyko accused the United 
States and Britain of stalling on 
withdrawal of their forces from 
Lebanon and Jordan. He charg: 
ed the United States was hold- 
ing Lebanon's new government 
“at pistol point.” 


U.S, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge declared that Gromyko 
had failed to offer “one scintilla 
of proof” to support his charges. 
Such speeches, Lodge said “re 
veal all too clearly Mr, Gro 
myko's contempt of the United 
Nations. It insults the intelli- 
gence of the members.”

The Japan Aircraft Pilots As- 
sociation has taken exception 
to an announcement made by 


the Transportation Ministry | 
that the crash of the All} 
Nippon Airways Douglas DCS] 


plane in August may have been 
caused partly by the chief 
pilot’s failure to switch on the 
plane's gyroscope, 

An annouricement made @ar- 
lier by the Aviation Bureau of 
the Transportation Ministry 
said the chief pilot may have 
forgotten to put the gyroscope 
in operation after the plane's 
first engine developed. trouble, 

It suspected this caused the 
plane to list heavily prior to 
crashing into the sea off Izu 
Peninsula. 

The pilots’ group said that a 
light on the control panel would 
have warned the pilot if the 
gyroscope was not working. 

In any case, it said, the row 
of lights lining the Izu coast- 
line would have helped the piiot 
keep his plane level, 


The association, which has a 
membership of over 300 pilots, 
said the technicians at the Avia-

AKITA—A Tokyo University 


rocket observation team  en- 
gaged in International Geo- 
physical Year work has suc- 


cessfully. recovered the solar 
observation nose cone of a ma- 
jor rocket it launched Sept. 25 

Recovery of the nose cone, 
carrving a solar spectroscope 
was announced Thursday by 
the team in Akita City. 

The nose cone belonged to 
the Kappa 6-type RS No, 1 
rocket, shot up to a height ot 
approximate! 50 =kilometer 
(about 31 miles) at the rocket 
center on Michikawa Beach, on 
the Japan Sea coast of Akita 
Prefecture. 


According to the announce- 
ment, the nose cone was picked 
up by a Japanese fishing boat 
Wednesday about 3 kilometers 
(2 miles) off Nishitsugaru-gun, 
Aomori fPrefecture, north of 
Akira, 

The recovered nose cone was 
found to have performed in 
completely successful fashion. 
Fulfilling all expectations, it 
separated from the rocket 
proper at an altitude of 42 
kilometers (26 miles) and came 
down with its parachute and 
float working well, 

The spectroscope encased in 
the nose cone was in perfect 
condition when it was picked 
up after six days in the water. 

The nose cone was estimated 
to have fallen about 10 kilo- 
meters (6 miles) farther than 
its scheduled point of descent, 
some 60 kilometers (37. miles) 
off the coast. The nose cone 
was therefore missed by patrol 
boats searching for it after the 
rocket firing. 

With weather conditions tn- 
favorable, a scheduled second 
launching has been called off.

Flu Epidemic Fi eared 
Likely to Hit Japan 


The Welfare Ministry has launched preparations to fight an | 
influenza epidemic likely to sweep the country this autumn and 


Antiinfluenza committees have been ordered formed {n_ all 


prefectures by prefectural authorities, education boards, medical’ 


associations and public health 
ofiices. x 

Welfare Minister Ryogo 
Hashimoto has told all prefec- 
tural governors to keep on the 
alert against the disease. 

A call has been issued to the 
National Health Institute to 
prepare vaccines to fight flu. 

Apparently heralding the 
anticipated onslaught by  in- 
fluenza, a peculiar summer-type 
flu. has been affecting school- 
children and adults since last 
month. 

Although much less serious 
and widespread than the A- 
Asia-5S7 type of flu. which 
ravaged Japan last autumn and 
March, the “summer flu” has 
already caused more than a 
thousand students to stay home 
from school. 


‘Doctors have identified the 
disease as an “adenoidal virus.” 

A mass outbreak of an un- 
identified disease was reported 
yesterday. at Sanno Primary 
School in Ota Ward, Tokyo, 

A spokesman for the Health 
Bureau of the Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment said 201 of the 1,650 
pupils at the school were sick. 

Efforts to identify the disease 
are being made at the Omori 
Health Center to determine 
whether it is dysentery or in- 
fluenza, 


Early sporadic occurrences of 
the feared “winter-type” flu 
have been reported, 

The strange “Gumma fever,” 
recently spreading from Gum- 
ma Prefecture, is regarded as 
akin to influenza. 

In order to head off the 
spread of the worst A-Asia-57 
type flu, the Welfare Ministry 
will inoculate all school chil- 
dren, the less healthy among 
the adult population, and per- 
sons engaged in business re 
quiring daily personal contact 
with the public. The inocula- 
tions will be during October and 
November. 


Quick reports will be demand- 
ed on the outbreak of new flu 
cases and the saliva and blood 
samples of flu patients will be 
rushed to the health institute 
for virus type identification. 

To ascertain areas where the 
population is less immune to 
influenza, requiring immediate 
inoculation, blood samples will 
be taken from school teachers, 
health service personnel and 
other persons. throughout the 
country. 

This step will enable ciassi- 
fication of the types of flu 
viruses to which they have de- 
veloped immunity.

New Cheap Medicine 


For Leprosy Found 

LLANDUDNO, Wales (UPI)— 
Development of a new medicine 
to combat leprosy was announc- 
ed at the British Pharmaceutical 
conference today, 

The medicine, called 15688 by 
its makers, the Imperial Cheimi- 
cal Industries Ltd,, has been 
successfully tested on animals 
and is being shipped to central 
Africa for tests on humans. 

Dr. F. L. Sse, an ICI research 
manager, said the sulphur-con- 
tent medicine is being produced 
in large quantities and is inex- 
pensive, 

Sse said “several months” 
will elapse before results are 


known. Most of the medicine, 
he said, comes in ointment 
form.

“\MITI Lowers Minimum 
Textile Export Prices 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Since Sept. 1 the Ministry of 
International Trade and. indus- 
try has quietly lowered its own 
minimum export prices for cot- 
ton textiles by an average of 14 
per cent. 

However, MITI refuses to dis- 
cuss the action officially other 
than the information given by 
individual officials to the effect 
that the over-all reduction is 14 
per cent and that the reduction 
varies from item to item and 
from country to country. 

Reports in the export trade in- 
dicate that the minimum ex- 
port prices for the United States 
have been left unchanged. 

Exporters Kept in Dark 

Not even exporters themselves 
have been told what the new 
prices’ are. They aré merely 
submitting export license ap- 
plications and finding the ap- 
plications rejected if MITI con- 
siders the price too low; and ap- 
proved if MITI considers the 
price high enough. 

Out of this game of blind 
man's buff exporters will after 
some months be able to deduce 
the point at which MITI 
changes its mind. Meanwhile, 
export business is a matter of 


guesswork pricing for buyer 
and seller alike. 
These minimum prices 


established by MITI have no 
basis in law, as far as anyone 
in the trade knows, They are 
merely based loosely on MITI’s 
authority to prevent any “harm- 
ful” export business. “Check 
prices” are, on the other hand, 
a formal affair—a schedule of 
minimum prices drawn up by 
exporters and manufacturers in 
accordance with the Export 
Import Control Law, and sub- 
mitted to MITI for approval, and 
thereafter enforced. 

However, no exporter wants 
to tangle with the bureaucracy 
by challenging MITT’s unofficial 
self-designed minimum prices. 

MITI's Reasons 

It is reported that MITI has 
left the prices for the U.S. un- 
changed, while lowering them 
for ail, or almost all, other 
countries, for two principal rea- 
sons: (1) The U.S. market is 
not threatened by the same 
competitive pressures on prices 
as other countries (referring to 
Red China, India, etc.); (2) 
lower prices would lead to com- 
plaints of dumping from 
American competitors, 

Thus MITL has apparently 
created a dual—or multipie— 
export price system which 
could be considered discrimina- 
tory against the U.S., and there- 
fore a violation of the trade 


‘treaty between the two nations.

It will come into effect as 
soon as the Japanese Diet ap- 
proves it. 

The protocols, however. will 
take effect after the U.S. Con- 
gress acts on them at the next 
Congressional session, beginning 
January 1959 

Under the protocols initialed, 
the U.S. has promised in writ- 
ten form not to use for military 
purposes plutonium obtained 
from atomic fuel which wiil be 
returned to the U.S. by Japan. 

They also provide for an in- 
creased American supply to Ja- 
pan of plutonium and enriched 
uranium for research purposes. 


Japan to Survey

mission will be sent to Peru 
next month to investigate the 
mineral resources in that coun- 
try. 

The mission, scheduled to 
leave Tokyo International Air 
port Nov, 19, will remain three 
months. 

Decision to send the survey 
team was decided at a meeting 
of the Overseas Mineral Re- 
sources Development Associa- 
tion yesterday. 

The association sent a simi- 
lar survey team to Iran in Oc- 
tober last year and another mis- 
sion to Pakistan last January.

Russia Promises Britain 
To Cut Aluminum Exports 


LONDON (UPI)—Soviet Rus- 
sia has informed Britain that 
it will not export more than 
1,500 tons of unwrought alumi- 
num to the United Kingdom in 
the next 12 months, the Board 
of Trade announced Thursday. 

It also announced it was tak- 
ing no further action on the re- 
quest by the Aluminum Co. of 
Canada to clamp an anti-dump- 
ing duty on Imports of Russian 
aluminum. 


Russia's voluntary restriction 
of exports of aluminum to Brit- 
ain is interpreted here in Lon- 
don as a sign that Russia has 
seen the writing on the wall. 


Last month her large tin ex- 
ports which she was flooding 
on to the London market were 
slashed to a mere fraction by 
heavy restrictions imposed by 
the British Government in or- 
der to protect Malaya's trade 
and the international tin agree- 
ment, 

Last week Britain freed re 
strictions on the purchase of 
aluminum from Canada. 

Russia's export trade to sterl- 
ing countries is of the utmost 
value to the Soviet Govern- 
ment becayse through it much 
needed sterling is obtained. A 
large percentage of Russia's 
export trade is financed by 
sterling and in addition that 
currency is needed for such 
purchases as rubber and wool. 

Furthermore, Russia supplies 
her satellites with sterling to 
make urgent purchases abroad. 

In 1957 Russia exported 135,- 
000 tons of aluminum to Britain 
but most of this came in the 
last seven months of the year

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Menace of Nuclear Tests 


Soviet Russia has officially announced its resumption 
of the testing of nuclear weapons inside the country, and 
it is evident that since the night of September 30 several 
Such tests have been actually carried out and their in- 


fluence felt in Japan and other countries. 


The U.S. Atomic 


Energy Commission, announcing detection of the first pair 
of tests, said the detonations took place north of the Arctic 


Circle. 


The unilateral Soviet abandonment of these tests has 
thus lasted almost exactly six months for Mr. Gromyko an- 


nounced the decision to stop them on March 31. 


At that 


time, the Soviet Government gave the warning that if the 
United States and Britain failed to follow its “noble ex- 
ample” it would consider itself free to act in the question of 
Soviet nuclear tests, “bearing in mind the security interests 
of the USSR.”- There was then a wide-spread impression 
that this Soviet declaration was made at a time when Mos- 
cow believed it could be a useful propaganda weapon. 


Anyhow, the United States and Britain did not suspend 
their tests, chiefly for the reason, it is believed, that they 
had arranged for further tests long before the Soviet an- 


nouncement was made. 


No doubt, Moscow, knowing that 


the two powers planned further tests, hoped to prevent 


them by announcing abandonment. of its own tests. 
what lay behind this, we cannot, of course, say. 


Just 
It is quite 


likely there was something more than the propaganda mo- 


tive involved. 


Whether it would have been wiser for’ the United 
States and Britain to have suspended their test programs 
when the Russians made their announcement is a point on 


which opinions may differ. 


Japan strongly expressed the 


view that all nuclear weapon tests should be halted with- 


out delay in accordance with her settled policy. 


The ac- 


tion of the two powers in proceeding with their tests 
certainly provided the opportunity for Moscow to say— 
“you see we gave you the lead in stopping the tests but 


you would not follow suit.” 


The natural question to ask is whether Moscow is 


really desirous of halting all nuclear weapon tests, 


If the 


answer is in the affirmative it is equally natural to ask 
that Moscow should provide the necessary conditions under 
which agreement to do this can be achieved. 


The conference for a control agreement that was earlier 
planned to start at the end of this month should not be 
abandoned. British Defense Minister Duncan Sandys said 
Thursday that suspension of nuclear tests was “up to the 
Russians” and a British Foreign Office spokesman declared 
Britain was prepared to go ahead with the Geneva meet- 


ing despite the Soviet action. 


But Mr. Sandys contends 


that suspension is not, in itself, a measure of disarma- 
ment. He says the United States and Britain are aiming 
for a “real program of disarmament, a program that must 
include both nuclear and conventional weapons.” 

While we can agree with Mr. Sandys in this latter 
statement, we feel that a suspension of tests should pre- 
cede further discussions on a “real program of disarma- 


ment.” 


If this can be agreed upon by the three nuclear 


powers—and after all they will now meet on a level—a 
confererice on the various aspects of conventional weapon 


problems might be held under less tense conditions. 


The 


greatest of all our fears is really that some sudden emer- 
gency, or fancied emergency, might lead to a sudden use 
of nuclear weapons that would set the world ablaze. 

As no doubt each of the testing nations fears that 
the latest tests of one of the others may reveal to it some 
new nuclear offensive power, it seems desirable that all 


should halt their nuclear programs at the same time. 


The 


question of whether nuclear and conventional weapons 
can be completely separated at this late stage in the arma- 
ments race may present some difficulty. American officials 
have just disclosed that most atomic weapons contain 
high explosives of a conventional kind “up to many hun- 
dreds of pounds” and it is clear that a ban on any form 
of atomic offense weapon would now involve a considerable 


recasting of military ideas, 


We have always adhered to the conception that if 
men must fight they will perforce use the best weapons 
available and have therefore advocated quantitative rather 
than qualitative disarmament. The suspension of nuclear 
weapon tests will not from a military point of view alter 
the present situation if stockpiling of such weapons, con- 
structed under our present level of knowledge, is to con- 
tinue. We hate the very idea of these stock piles but we 
doubt if, in view of the prevailing international tensions, 
the holders will consent to abandon them. 

Apart from military questions, our chief concern over 

nuclear weapon blasts is with regard to their effect upon 
climate and atmosphere, and upon the health of our people. 
Japan, who has already suffered from such effects, makes 
no mistake about her attitude toward these explosions. 
Unfortunately she can only make a modest contribution 
toward removing those fears and exasperations which lead 
more powerfully armed nations to believe they are essen- 
tial to their security. She has written abandonment of war 
into her own Constitution, but others have so far not driven 
it from their habits of thought. 


Prosperity on Farms | 


Rural Folk Happy Over Four Bumper Crops, 


Prime Minisver Kishi in ad- 
dressing the current Diet ses 
sion Tuesday noted the bumper 
crop specifically,’ saying, “The 
rice harvest of this year, fol- 
lowing the good crops for the 
past three years, is estimated 
to set an all-time record.” 


In fact, the rice harvest had 
been finished in most parts of 
Japan when the Prime Minister 
delivered his administrative 
policy speech at the Diet. 

That is the major reason’ why 
the two devastating typhoons 
slamming through Eastern Ja- 
pan did not damage the rice 
crop in any serious degree de- 
spite extensive floods and in- 
undation. Credit is due to the 
plant-breeding technique which 
has appreciably advanced rice 
harvest time in Japan. 


After the harvest, farmers 
have a good time celebrating 
the blessings of nature with 
dances dedicated to the guar 
dian deity of the village. The 
happy sound of drums from the 
village shrine finds its echoings 
even in the ears of some city 
dwellers, as a great many of 
them hail from the countryside. 

The thanksgiving festival is 
one scene that stirs nostalgia 
for the traditional aspect of rus- 
tic life, although in point of fact 
the custom is comparatively 
new in origin. 


All-Time Record 


On Sept. 1, the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry announced 
its estimate as of Aug. 15 that 
the rice harvest would amount 
to 12,369,000 tons. The Minis 
try is now tabulating a new 
estimate as of Sept. 15, which 
is due to be announced this 
morning. : 

According to a tabulation by 
the Nihon Keizai, an influential 
economic journal, the harvest 
is expected to reach 12,482,000 
tons, considerably higher than 
the record 12,385,000 tons es- 
tablished in 1955. Prime Minis- 
ter Kishi is therefore fully 
justified in mentioning “an all- 
time record” in anticipation of 
the revised official estimate. 


To quote again from the 
Prime Minister: “I wish to pay 
my tribute to the farming 


population on their labors, and 
pledge further efforts of the 
Government to contribute to an 
uninterrupted advance of the 
productivity of agricultural, 
forestry and fishing industries, 
which is a major factor in the 
expansion of national economy.” 

Favorable weather, though 
Prime Minister Kishi failed to 
mention it, is certainly an im- 
portant factor, and Communist 
China is also reporting an 
unusual good harvest, qa boon 
to its second five-year plan. In 
Japan, the good weather 
bestowed its favor not only on 
the rice-growing farmers but 
also on cultivators of fruit 
trees and other kinds of agri- 
cultural plants. 


How Farmers Spend 


Over and beyond the effect of 
the benevolent weather, how- 
ever, higher productivity in 
agriculture should be attributed 
to the advancement of agricul- 
tural technique including plant- 
breeding, efficient use of 
fertilizers and insecticides. 

In other words, the concept 
of an average rice crop hover- 
ing around the 11 million ton 
mark must now be regarded as 
an underestimation. What are 
called four successive bumper 
crops may turn out to be pret- 
ty near the average. 

“Let us have washing ma- 
chines and TV sets, as the To- 
kyo people do” is an attitude 
thatis becoming more and more 
prevalent in the farming vil- 
lages. But the hard-earned 
money must not all be dissipat- 
ed in such manner. The cru- 
cial question is how much of 
the farmers’ income can be 
diverted to productive ends. It 
should be noted in this connec- 
tion that the use of agricul- 
tural machinery like cultiva- 
tors is also spreading. 

Not ail of the farmers are 
basking in the sunshine, to be 
sure. Some farmers complain 
that they are experiencing pov-

Productivity Low 


Under the food control sys- 
tem, advance payment amount- 
ing to ¥60,000 million was esti- 
mated te have been made to 
the farmers. In public finances, 
the October-December period is 
the time of excess payment by 
the Government and the bump- 
er crop is expected to ease the 
monetary situation further, 

This is no time, however, to 
speak of excess wealth on the 
part of farmers. It is undent- 
able that farmers used to be 
the downtrodden portion of the 
population in the past. They 
now enjoy full democratic rights 
to improve their own status, It 
is only to be hoped that they 
will gainfully use the wealth 
they have acquired, 

Surveying the agriculture, fish- 
ing and forestry of 1956, the 
Agriculture-Forestry Ministry 
once noted that the farming 
population constituting 40 per 
cent of the labor force gets only 
20 per cent of the national in- 
come despite the 50 per cerg 
increase of farmers’ income over 
the prewar level, 

Agricultural productivity is 
admittedly low. In Japan, 15 
million farmers, 40 per cent of 
the national labor force, pro- 
duces only 80 per cent of the 
grains needed to supply the 
90 million population, while in 
the United States 6 million farm- 
ers produce more than enough 
to nourish the 160 million popu- 
lation and surplus farm pro- 
ducts are posing a problem. 

For Self-Sufficiency 

An apparent and easy way out 
seems to be importation of 
grains, both rice and wheat. In 
fact, Japan is importing a con- 
siderable amount of grains every 
year. But, for more than one 
reason, Japan should endeavor 
to raise its agricultural produc- 
tivity with a view to self-suffici- 
ency in food, 

It is true that the international 

rice of wheat is falling and 
t may be assumed that the die- 
tary habit of the Japanese will 
gradually be switched from rice 
to wheat, But agriculture is still 
a major industry of Japan, as 
far as gainful employment of 
the population is concerned, 

If the cultivated area, now 


Food Imports Continue 


only 16 per cent of the total 
area of this country, can be ex- 
tended, that means increased 
production of much needed food, 
while employment of the same 
workers in manufacturing in- 
dustry may not be so readily 
justified in view of the export 
difficulty. Though mountainous 
and hilly areas occupy the major 
portion of land here, Japan can 
still hope to increase the area 
under cultivation, 


A country like Japan, with- 
out adequate mercantile marine 
and with virtually no naval pro- 
tection, must be able to pro- 
duce the bulk of the food in 
the country. Putting aside the 
problem of transportation, it is 
not sure whether we can real- 
ly depend on the foreign sup- 
ply. Besides the United States, 
rice can be supplied by the 
Southeast Asian countries but 
governments jn that part of the 
world are not always stable, 

Foreign trade is, of course, a 
process of give and take. It 
would be impossible to adhere 
rigidly to a policy of.self-suffici- 
ency. But as a matter of prin- 
ciple the goal must be set at self- 
sufficiency. Otherwise farmers 
would have no real zeal to in- 
crease productivity. The Gov- 
ernment policy should be clear 
on this point. 


Bolder Approach Needed 

However, self-sufficiency in 
food at this moment seems to be 
a rather remote possibility. But 
it is within our reach if the 
nation can really pull itself to- 
gether to attain it. 

If more wheat and protein 
food are consumed, rice con- 
sumption can be greatly curtail- 
ed, especially in farming vil- 
lages where unnecessarily large 
amounts of rice are eaten mere- 
ly to make up for the protein 
deficiency. 

In this regard, the livestock 
industry must be encouraged. 
An abundant supply of fish will 
reach the farmers if the fishing 
products are made available in 
canned, dried, smoked and other- 
wise processed forms. Accord- 
ing to one estimate, efficient 
utilization of food resources will 
cut one-fourth of the food im- 

rt. 

To increase production itself, 
efficient utilization of the land 
now under cultivation is more 
important than the cultivation 
of new land. With the advance- 
ment of agricultural technique, 
it is not difficult to raise two 
crops a year, possibly of rice 
and wheat, even in the northern 
parts of Japan. 

The conventional methods in 
raising agricultural productivi- 
ty—breeding of better stocks of 
plants, adequate use of fertiliz- 
ers and insecticides—have prov- 
ed their value and brought 
about four bumper crops in a 
row. A bolder approach to the 
problem is now necessary, if a 
further advance is to be made. 


_ Crisis Lurks in Mideast

NEW YORK — When the 
time is ripe for a new crisis in 
the Middle-East—and it may be 


‘goon—there is every reason to 


expect that the war of nerves 
in the Far East will enter an- 
other of its periodic lulls. 

New trouble in the Middle 
East is likely, particularly in 
Iraq and Jordan. The Iraqi rev- 
olution, from all appearances, 
is not over. In fact, it may 
just have begun. 

The present Premier, Abdul 
Karim Kassem, seems to be a 
moderate man, but he is walk- 
ing a dangerous tightrope and 
is subject to extreme pressures. 
These pressures have maneu- 
vered him into a potentially ex- 
plosive situation. 

One of the principal causes 
for the revolt in Iraq against 
the rule of the Dictator-Premier 
Nuri Said was the complete sup. 
pression of the political rights 
of the populations’ literate 10 
per cent. In this sense, while 
the revolution was an expres- 
sion of Arab nationalism, it was 
not a Nasser revolution, 

But the Nasser pressures are 


' there, now, along with a number 


of other dangerous ones, These 
have forced the new soldier- 
Premier into an awkward posi- 
tion, He is now required to 
suppress political liberties in 
much the same way as his slain 
predecessor, 

Brig. Gen, Ahmad Saleh Al 
Abdi, who has been serving as 
Iraq's military governor general 
since the revolution, has just 
issued a decree aimed, he says, 
at achieving “general stability.” 
This decree forbids legal per- 
mits for any clubs or organiza- 
tions. 

Another decree, in similar 
vein, prohibits circulation of 
leaflets intended “to harm the 
interests of the homeland and 
disrupt the banks.” 

“We are in dire need of unity 
of the ranks in circumstances 
which require all of us to act 
as one bloc serving the public 
and safeguarding the existence 
of the Iraqi republic,” the 
military governor warned, “. . . 
We therefore warn those who 
hold gatherings, stage. demon- 
strations or circulate leaflets, 
since Such actions are very 
effective in’ separating the 
ranks... and disturbing public 
safety and security, We caution 
the people to avoid such actions, 
The people must know that 
there are to be no party activi- 
ties, no groupings and no 
gatherings ...We advise the 
people and caution them that 
we will take harsh legal 
measures (under martial law) 
against contraveners.” 

Whether Nasser wants it at 


this time or not, the Iraqi rev- 
olutionaries include many who 
want to push the country 
quickly into full union with 
Egypt and Syria in the United 
Arab Republic. Premier Kassem 
appears to oppose this, but 
cautiously, to avoid offending 
passionate Arab nationalist feel- 
ings. 


There is an opportunity here 
for Communists and pro-Com- 
munists to work toward produc- 
tion of renewed chaos in Iraq 
and Jordan, 
comes for the. Arab east situa- 
tion to explode all over again, 
the pressure in the Far East 
likely will be lifted temporarily, 
as it always has been in similar 
circumstances in the past. The 
Communists like to concentrate 
on one crisis at a time,

West Must Base Policy on Needs of Masses

OAKLAND—Historians do not 
claim that the study of history 
enables one to predict the fu- 
ture. But they rightly may 
contend that such study is es- 
sential to explanation of the 
present, The ples of Asia 
are notable for their historical 
sense. Their archives are 
voluminous; their books of his- 
tory numerous. Unhappily the 
language barrier prevents all 
but a few Westerners from read- 
ing these sources. 


Also the comparative indiffer- 8 


ence of Western education to 
the history of Asia has prevent- 
ed wide reading of even Asiatic 
books written in Western 
languages. Fortunately this in- 
difference is declining. But 
present problems of relations 
with Asiatic peoples are being 
dealt with by Western states- 
men and others influential in 
politics upon a very limited 
basis of acquaintance with 
Asian history, ancient or mod- 
ern. 

From the 16th century te the 
present day Asian countries 
have been, in greater or lesser 
degree, colonial or quasi-colon!- 
al appanages of one or another 
Western power. Where they 
have not been brought under 
Western rule they have ex- 
perienced losses of territory, the 
establishment of leased areas, 
settlements and spheres of in- 
fluence, extraterritorial jurisdic- 
tion, treaty control of tariffs, 
etc. These controls have been 
set up and maintained by force 
over very dignified and proud 
peoples. The West taught the 
East to “shoot its way” to inter- 
national equality. 

The 19th century was an era 
of super-imperialism; the 20th 
saw the dawn of internation- 
alism. These are historical facts, 
not evaluations. In the ages of 
imperialism men throught dif- 
ferently from the liberal lead- 
ers of today, upon the ethics of 


international relations. How 
hollow the old phrase: “the 
white man’s burden,” sounds 


today! 

The Orient reaped “fringe 
benefits” from the acceptance 
of this profitable “burden” by 
the Occident. These, however, 
were easily discounted with the 
rise of Asian nations to con- 
fidence that they could chal- 
lenge Western hegemony. 

Japan, the first to do this 
successfully, made the same 
use of power that the West had 
made but ultimately became the 
lever of expulsion of Western 
imperialism, This may save her 
from continuing to share the 
suspicion inherited by the West 
which now poisons the atmos- 
phere of Western relations with 
China. 

At and after the Washington 
Conference of 1921-22, 20th 
century realization of the neces- 
sity of meeting the growing 
spirit of equalitarianism more 
realistically became discernible. 
But it moved so ponderously 
toward tangible change that 
precious time was lost. Its key 
word was “gradualism” and it 
was not attended with con- 
structive measures of assistance, 
Liberal Asian leaders were 
discouraged by support given 
to “strong men.” The West had 
not yet risen to such concep- 
tions as the Marshall Plan. Sun 
Yatsen’s ambitious projects 
for the economic development of 
China’ were decried as _ the 
illusions of a visionary. In other 
parts of Asia colonialism con- 
tinued. 


In emphasizing the import-

to criticize nor to be wise after 
the event, but to explain. Unless 
due weight is given to these 
facts we shall not comprehend 
the ease with which communism 
made its way in Asia mor be 
prepared to counter it. 


Promising aid in gaining 
equality, and surrendering out- 
dated privileges while holding 
firmly to valuable territory, 
inherited from the czars, Rus 
sia, quite naturally was the first 
reat power to appraise the 
strength of Asia’s equalitarian 
urge, She made her entrance 
into East Asia in China, the 
least protected from infiltra- 
tion. She captured the Chinese 
imagination and, for a time, 
deceived even the Kuomintang, 
which accepted her aid in oust- 
ing the tuchun, 


But the Kuomintang, like the 
Western powers, was slow to 
appreciate the necessity of hold- 
ing popular support by inple- 
menting its promises of relief 
measures, land reform and 
modernization. This failure con- 
trasted sharply with the 
foreign policy of the Kuo- 
mintang, which was as equal 
itarian as that of the Commu- 
nists. One need only read the 
Kuomintang platform of 1924, 
Sun Yat-sen’s Three Principles 
of the People, and Chiang Kai- 
shek’s China's Destiny to come 
to this conclusion, 

In Western policy appraisals 
and decisions neither the Na- 
tionalists nor the Communists 
can be patronized or ignored. 
Their territories cannot be 
endangered or used for the 
protection of Western security 
without their consent, This 
obvious but neglected truth ap 
plies throughout Asia, Western 
governments which, out of 
inadequate knowledge or self- 
interest, base their policies upon 
the assumption that Asiatic 
states, in fear of communism, 
will subordinate their own 
interests and independence to 
satisfy the West, are barking 
up the wrong tree. 

The West, including Russia, 
has not yet redeemed itself in 
the eyes of Asia. Westerners 
who talk of loss of prestige and 
who are willing to risk war to 
retain it are speaking the lan- 
guage of the 19th century. To 
Asia it is the country which hon- 
estly, not hypocritically, seeks 
to aid her peoples, by peaceful 
means, to a position of equality 
that will win confidence. Weest- 
ern policy in Asia must be 
grounded on the rock of the 
needs of the masses, not on the 
sand of the self-interest of self- 
constituted “strong men.”
